"A divided city council 
cannot, and has not, fully 
represented the people of 
Torrance," city council can­ 
didate Ken Miller declared 
this week.

Miller appealed to the citj 
zens of the community to 
not only vote next Tuesday 
hut to vote for a unity of 
purpose in their city's high­ 
est position of trust and au­ 
thority.

"In the past year, the 
Council has been divided be­ 
tween those fighting for the 
interests of the city and its 
people and the others who 
are splintering its effort" in 
the interest of a favored 
few," Miller said.

The zoning controversies 
involving many areas of our 
city are evidence that such 
a schism evists on the coun­ 
cil. Miller said.

"For this reason, my rec­ 
ord as a member of the Tor­ 
rance Planning Commission 
is my platform when I ask 
the people of this city to

elect me to the city council."
"This record is fact, not 

promise. It is proof that I 
will work effectively with 
other members of the city 
council whose interest is 
the well-being and progress 
of Torrance and its citizens," 
he said.

"Specific examples of my 
voting record are the two 
tracts mentioned earlier. I 
voted against both . . . the 
Marble Estates and Victor 
zone changes," Miller said.

He later was active in dis­ 
tributing referendum peti­ 
tions against the Marble Es­ 
tates zone change which suc­ 
cessfully stopped it from 
being used for residential 
construction rather than tax- 
building industrial plants.

"Campaign promises are 
pointless in this election. I 
believe the key issue ia the 
unification of the city coun­ 
cil so that it can once again 
truly represent the best in­ 
terests of everyone in Tor­ 
rance, Miller concluded.
